1. A Statement of Intent is required for this bill in that it delegates 
authority to adopt rules in Section 1.

1. A Statement of Intent is required for this bill in that it delegates 
authority to adopt rules in sections 1 through 4. 2. Under present law, 
SRS has express rulemaking authority to carry out most of its duties 
under Title 53. The Department’s present authority includes the power to 
adopt rules to implement and carry out the following: child welfare ser-

This 
bill gives SRS express rulemaking authority to adopt rules to comply with 
federal law; to carry out its responsibilities for public welfare; and to 
administer vocational rehabilitation for the blind. 4. The express author- 
ity given to SRS under this bill will allow the Department to adopt rules 
which cover the following areas: eligibility requirements for various ser- 
vices; scope of services to be offered; specific criteria that providers of ser- 
vices must meet to qualify as providers; how, when, and in what form 
various types of assistance will be offered; and procedure for applying for 
and receiving aid. The area of social services is a field which evolves as the 
needs of the population change.

This legislation allows 
SRS to adapt the specifics of its social services programs to meet those 
federal changes but within the confines of state law.

11-1. Definition. For the purpose of compliance with the Legis- 
lative History Act (Title 5, chapter 4, part 4, MCA), a statement of 
legislative intent regarding a bill will express the common under- 
standing of those components of the legislature voting on the bill. 
This statement differs from a purpose clause which is used in gen- 
eral to describe the broad overall objectives of a bill while a state- 
ment of intent is used to guide the details of interpretation by those 
charged with implementation of the bill and is phrased in terms of 
contingencies, examples or other matter inappropriate for expression 
as statutory language. 


11-2. Limitation. A statement of intent may not accompany any 
bill that does not statutorily require one unless a committee (stand- 
ing committee, committee of the whole or conference committee) 
agrees by a two-thirds vote to attach the statement. 


11-3. Statement of intent to accompany bill — when — how. A 
statement shall accompany a bill as follows: 


(1) Statements of intent are required for bills delegating rule 
making or licensing authority. The statement shall be entered on 
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ALTER, printed on paper of the same color and in the same man- 
ner as the bill, and shall be attached to the bill. The statement shall 
be printed on paper of the same color as the bill and attached to 
the bill on all subsequent printings of the bill. 


(2) The standing committee of the house in which the bill orig- 
inates is responsible for authoring a statement of intent for a bill 
requiring one. 


11-4. Modification. Any committee subsequently considering the 
bill may amend a previous statement. The statement of intent will 
be reflected in the history of the bill. 


11-5. Conference committee on intent only. When the second house 
concurs in a bill without amendments but supercedes a previous 
statement of intent, the bill may not be enrolled until both houses 
have agreed on a statement of intent. If the statement is attached 
to a bill that does not statutorily require one, the conference com- 
mittee can delete the statement in its entirety. 


A new statement of intent written by the second house will be pro- 
cessed in the same manner as a second house amendment. 


A regular conference committee may be appointed solely to resolve 
differences of intent if the second house’s statement of intent is not 
so accepted.

CHAPTER 11 
STATEMENT OF LEGISLATIVE INTENT 


11-1. Definition. For the purpose of compliance with the Legis- 
lative History Act (Title 5, chapter 4, part 4, MCA), a statement of 
legislative intent regarding a bill will express the common under- 
standing of those components of the legislature voting on the bill. 
This statement differs from a purpose clause which is used in gen- 
eral to describe the board overall objectives of a bill while a state- 
ment of intent is used to guide the details of interpretation by those 
changed with implementation of the bill and is phrased in terms of 
contingencies, examples or other matter inappropriate for expression 
as statutory language. 


11-2. Limitation. A statement of intent may not accompany any 
bill that does not statutorily require one unless a committee (stand- 
ing committee, committee of the whole or conference committee) 
agrees by a two-thirds vote to attach the statement. 


11-3. Statement of intent to accompany bill — when — how. A 
statement shall accompany a bill as follows: 
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(1) Statements of intent are required for bills delegating rule 
making or licensing authority. The Statement shall be entered on 
ALTER, printed on paper of the same color and in the same man- 
ner as the bill, and shall be attached to the bill. The statement shall 
be printed on paper of the same color as the bill and attached to 
the bill on all subsequent printings of the bill. 


(2) The standing committee of the house in which the bill orig- 
inates is responsible for authoring a statement of intent for a bill 
requiring one. 


11-4. Modification. Any committee subsequently considering the 
bill may amend a previous statement. The statement of intent will 
be reflected in the history of the bill. 


11-5. Conference committee on intent only. When the second house 
occurs in a bill without amendments but supercedes a previous 
statement of intent, the bill may not be enrolled until both houses 
have agreed on a statement of intent. If the statement is attached 
to a bill that does not statutorily require one, the conference com- 
mittee can delete the statement in its entirety. 


A new statement of intent written by the second house will be pro- 
cessed in the same manner as a second house amendment. 


A regular conference committee may be appointed solely to resolve 
differences of intent if the second house’s statement of intent is not 
so accepted.

(5) No liquor, wine, or other alcoholic beverage may be withdrawn 
from the regular warehouse inventory or from the state liquor stores 
of the Montana liquor division for any purpose other than sale at 
the prevailing state retail prices or for destroying damaged or defec- 
tive merchandise. The division shall maintain a written record 
including the type, brand, container size, number of bottles or other 
units, signatures of witnesses, and method of destruction or other 
disposition of damaged or defective warehouse or state store mer- 
chandise.” 


NEW SECTION. Section 8. Retail selling price on table wine 
sold by the state. The retail selling price at which table wine is sold 
by the department shall be computed by adding to the statewide 
weighted average cost of table wine the state markup as designated 
by the department. 


NEW SECTION. Section 9. (1) The department may, upon peti- 
tion, notice, opportunity for hearing, and making of findings, import 
and distribute one or more named table wines to one or more desig- 
nated state liquor stores, in the same manner as if the table wine 
contained more than 14% alcohol by volume. 


(2) An interested person may petition the department to import 
one or more table wines to be sold in a state liquor store or a group 
of stores in a designated area, upon the grounds that the particular 
table wine is not available from any table wine distributor serving 
the area. The department shall give notice of the petition to all 
table wine distributors serving the area and shall conduct a con- 
tested case hearing if any distributor files a protest to the petition.

STATEMENT OF INTENT: Senate Bill No. 99 


Section 6 of the bill expands the rulemaking powers of the Department of 
Revenue by authorizing the Department to adopt rules on various aspects 
of marketing table wine. Montana liquor laws have traditionally given wide 
discretion and power to the State Liquor Control Agency. This should also 
be the case for regulated wine handling. This Statement is therefore not 
a comprehensive list of anticipated Agency rules. If a problem not now 
foreseen arises in the wine handling area and the Department can handle 
the problem with a rule, the Legislature should expect the Department to 
take the necessary action.

(b) reasonable charges for services rendered or prescribed by a 
physician for the necessary care and treatment for alcoholism or

(c) reasonable charges made by an alcoholism or drug addiction 
treatment center for the necessary care and treatment of a covered 
person provided in the treatment center. 


(3) “Alcoholism treatment center” and “drug addiction treatment 
center” mean a treatment facility which provides a program for the 
treatment of alcoholism or drug addiction pursuant to a written 
treatment plan approved and monitored by a physician, and which 
facility is also: (a) affiliated with a hospital under a contractual 
agreement with an established system for patient referral; or 
(b) licensed, certified, or approved as an alcoholism or drug addic- 
tion treatment center by the state. 


Section 3. Availability of coverage for alcoholism and drug addic- 
tion. Insurers and health service corporations transacting health 
insurance in this state must make available under hospital and med- 
ical expenses incurred insurance policies and under hospital and 
medical service plan contracts the level of benefits specified in this 
section for the necessary care and treatment of alcoholism and drug 
addiction subject to the right of the applicant for a group or indi- 
vidual policy or contract to reject the coverage or to select any alter- 
native level of benefits as may be offered by the insurer or service 
plan corporation. 


(1) Under basic hospital expense policies or contracts, inpatient 
hospital benefits consisting of durational limits, dollar limits, 
deductibles, and coinsurance factors that are not less favorable than 
for physical illness generally, except that benefits may be limited to 
not less than 30 calendar days per year as defined in the policy or 
contract. 


(2) Under major medical policies or contracts, inpatient hospital 
benefits and outpatient benefits consisting of durational limits, 
dollar limits, deductibles, and coinsurance factors that are not less 
favorable than for physical illness generally, except that: 


(a) Inpatient hospital benefits may be limited to not less than 30 
calendar days per year as defined in the policy or contract. If inpa- 
tient hospital benefits are provided beyond 30. calendar days per 
year, the durational limits, dollar limits, deductibles, and coinsur- 
ance factors applicable thereto need not be the same as applicable 
to physical illness generally.

(4) In lieu of all or part of the cash assessment, land may be 
deeded to a property owners’ association for use as parks or recrea- 
tion areas upon written agreement between the subdivider and the 
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governing body. The amount of land deeded for parks and recrea- 
tion areas must be equivalent in value to the cash assessment based 
on the fair market value of the subdivided land. The agreement

A Statement of Intent is required for Senate Bill No. 467 because it dele- 
gates rulemaking authority to the Department of Administration in Sec- 
tions 2 and 3. 1. Section 2 authorizes the Department to inspect all 
passenger elevators and escalators pursuant to applicable building codes 
currently in effect, and requires the establishment of uniform and reason- 
able fees not to exceed the expense of inspection.

STATEMENT OF INTENT: Senate Bill No. 100 


A Statement of Intent is required for this bill because it delegates 
rulemaking authority to the Department of Health and Environmental Sci- 
ences. This bill is intended to expand the authority of the Department of 
Health and Environmental Sciences to license health care facilities in 
order to cover additional health care facilities, and to revise the require- 
ments of specific health care facilities to obtain a certificate of need. 
Generally the Department of Health and Environmental Sciences is 
intended to have the authority to amend and update existing licensure 
rules and to adopt new rules for licensure to conform with the mandates 
of P.L. 92-603 and the Social Security Act, titles V, XVIII, and XIX. In 
the same spirit, the Department may write and adopt rules, in accordance 
with the Montana Administrative Procedure Act, to insure the imple- 
mentation of a state certificate of need program which meets the minimum 
standards of P.L. 93-641, the National Health Planning and Resources 
Development Act, and which is acceptable to the Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare. This program is aimed at insuring 
that only new institutional health services, expenditures in excess of 
$150,000 made to prepare for a new institutional health service, or arrange- 
ments and commitments made to finance a new institutional health service 
which are found by the Department of Health and Environmental Sciences 
to be needed may be granted a certificate of need and that only those ser- 
vices which are granted a certificate of need may be offered to the public. 
Section 2 if the primary, broad-based source of rulemaking authority for 
the entire chapter. Insofar as licensing and certification of health care 
facilities are concerned, Title 50, chapter 5, part 2, this section does not 
add any new discretionary authority beyond that already authorized for 
the Department, with the exception that this section is intended to allow 
the setting of certification standards for additional types of health care 
facilities, such as health maintenance organizations and adult day care cen- 
ters not currently covered by law. This section is not intended to expand 
the existing rulemaking authority under part 4 except for rules specific to 
the additional health care facilities that will be covered. Section 2 is 
intended to clearly authorize rulemaking authority to implement part 3. As 
a minimum, it is intended that the Department may adopt rules covering 
the following: 1. procedures and assurances required by 42 CFR 123.401 
through 42 CFR 123.411 and any subsequent rules replacing or augmenting 
them; 2. procedures to be followed during the review process, including 
any interrelationships with review being conducted by a health systems 
agency; and 3. the effect on an application for certificate of need if the 
Department fails to decide whether to approve or disapprove the applica- 
tion within the time period set for review. Section 5 is intended to allow 
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the Department to require health care facilities to keep records and file 
reports with the Department containing information relevant to licensing, 
certification, statewide health planning, and resources development. 
Section 9 is not intended to be construed to add new rulemaking authority 
beyond what is currently authorized for the Department. The rules 
referred to in the section refer to federal rules implementing the federal 
statute cited in this section. Section 10 is intended to retain existing 
authority to set a licensing standards except that these standards may be 
set for the new types of health care facilities added by this bill. Section 
13 is intended to authorize the Department to prescribe by rule the form 
of letters of intent and applications for certificate of need and to specify 
what information should be provided in each. This is further specific 
authority for rules governing a portion of the review process. The proce- 
dure for the entire review process is intended to be detailed under the 
authority delegated by Section 2. Section 14 is explicit as to what review 
criteria, required findings, and standards must be included in Department 
rules adopted to implement the act; however, the Department may, within 
the scope of this section, adopt rules to more clearly define the criteria 
enumerated in this section. Section 15 allows the Department to establish 
by rule what will constitute “good cause” to extend the period for which 
a certificate of need is valid. Section 16 is intended to permit the Depart- 
ment to define what will constitute “good cause” to grant a reconsideration 
hearing, in order to prevent hearings based on frivolous grounds and to 
contain administrative costs. This section is also intended to authorize 
additional specific procedures for administrative hearings, at both the 
Department and Board levels, than are provided in the Montana Adminis- 
trative Procedure Act but which are consistent with the provisions of 
MAPA. Section 20 is intended to apply specifically to Title 50, chapter 5, 
part 4, and does not broaden existing rulemaking authority except where 
it applies to the new types of health care facilities added by this bill.

STATEMENT OF INTENT: Senate Bill No. 271 


1. This bill delegates authority to the Department of Justice to adopt 
rules in sections 9 and 23. Section 9(7) requires the Department of Justice 
to adopt rules to implement that section, entitled “Procedures to Ensure 
Accuracy of Criminal History Records.” The section provides that the 
Department of Justice is required to maintain a centralized state reposi- 
tory of criminal history record information; that criminal justice agencies 
are required to report dispositions of criminal cases to that state reposi- 
tory; that, where time allows, criminal justice agencies are required to 
check their records against the state repository’s to assure their complete- 
ness before disseminating them; and that criminal justice agencies are 
responsible for the completeness and accuracy of their own files. The 
intent of the legislature in granting rulemaking authority with respect to 
this provision is to require the state repository to establish uniform proce- 
dures for the reporting of dispositions to it. These rules should include 
clear-cut directives regarding the format and nature of the information to 
be reported. For example, the rules could require the uses of standard 
forms for reporting, or these rules could provide for a unique tracking 
number to facilitate the linking of dispositions to specific arrests. Section 
23(1) allows, but does not require, the Department of Justice to adopt 
rules necessary to carry the purposes of the act. With the exception of 
section 9, discussed above, the legislature intends that this act be self- 
implementing. This grant of discretionery rulemaking authority is limited, 
therefore, to the adoption of: (1) rules establishing procedures and forms 
necessary for the efficient operation of a state repository of criminal his- 
tory record information, (2) interpretive rules necessary to avoid construc- 
tions that would defeat the purposes of the act, listed in section 2, or (3) 
model procedural guidelines which other criminal justice agencies may or 
may not adopt for their own use.

A Statement of Intent is required for this bill because it delegates 
rulemaking authority to the Department of Administration in Section 4. 
Section 4(1) of the bill requires the Department of Administration to 
adopt by rule a uniform state building code governing all matters of 
design, construction, materials, health and safety, including all mechanical, 
electrical, and plumbing installations. This bill also authorizes the adop- 
tion of nationally recognized codes such as the Uniform Building Code, 
Uniform Plumbing Code, and the National Electrical Code. Section 4(4) 
further requires the Department to adopt standards governing the con- 
struction, components, systems, and appliances used in all factory built 
buildings and recreational vehicles manufactured or sold in Montana. 
Section 4 is intended to simply retain rulemaking authority currently exer- 
cised by the Department under existing law. None of the rulemaking 
authority delegated to the Department in the bill institutes new or 
expanded rulemaking authority. All of the nationally recognized codes 
mentioned in the bill are currently adopted by the Department and are 
enforced by either the Department or a municipality within its jurisdic- 
tional area. It is the intent of this bill to grant to the Department sole and 
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exclusive authority to adopt building codes except as otherwise provided 
by law. This bill is also intended to reserve to the cities and counties the 
exclusive power to enforce the codes as promulgated by the Department, 
with the exception of the enforcement of standards related to factory built 
buildings and recreational vehicles.

37-50-305 as amended by the bill by: (a) making determinations as to 
recognized colleges and universities. The Board may use the University 
System schools of business as a yardstick; (b) determining standards for 
accepting college graduates with majors other than accounting, including 
but not limited to: (i) the minimum number of accounting credits 
required; (ii) subjects of courses allowed as supplementary business-related 
courses; and (iii) the total number of credits required in business adminis- 
tration. 3. The Board may adopt rules prescribing continuing education 
for continued practice in public accounting. It is contemplated that they 
should address the following: (a) types of programs required for determin- 
ing knowledge and competence such as classroom instruction, seminars, 
homestudy, experience, examination, or any combination thereof; 
(b) standards for determining programs to be approved for fulfillment of 
the requirements such as adequacy of facilities, qualifications of instruc- 
tors, course content and endorsement by other regulatory agencies or pro- 
fessional or national groups; (c) the number of hours of instruction or 
experience, if any, required; (d) contents of examinations, if any, required; 
(e) alternative methods of fulfilling the requirements such as intrafirm or 
intracompany programs or prospective programs of study; (f) methods of 
monitoring and enforcement; (g) the rules may not deny a person the abil- 
ity to acquire annual renewal of his certificate or license if continuing edu- 
cation requirements constitute a hardship due to inaccessability to 
programs or interference with an interestate practice; (h) the rules should 
reflect standards for continuing education programs to ensure equal access, 
reasonable cost, exceptions for financial or physical hardships or 
impediments and reference to areas commonly and not rarely practiced by 
those engaged in public accounting. 4. The Board may establish rules 
governing partnerships and corporations practicing public accountancy. It 
is contemplated that the rules should address the following: (a) the finan- 
cial ability of a partnership or corporation to protect the public from dam- 
ages caused by negligence or malpractice, if any; (b) the method of 
establishing financial ability such as unimpaired capital, professional liabil- 
ity insurance, self-insurance or mutual insurance, or agreement; (c) other 
areas of regulation regarding firm style, name, title, affiliations, and joint 
and several liability of members or shareholders are governed by existing 
statutory law regulating partnerships and professional corporations.

STATEMENT OF INTENT: Senate Bill No. 390 


A Statement of Intent is required for Senate Bill No. 390 in that it dele- 
gates rulemaking authority to the State Electrical Board in Sections 4, 13, 
and 14. 1. Section 3 defines and, together with other sections, provides 
for regulation of a new classification of license, the Residential 
Electrician’s License. Rules relating to the residential license should cover 
all areas now covered by Board rules for journeyman and master electri- 
cians. The rules should set forth the basic content and the procedures and 
passing examination for the residential license. The examination should be 
tailored to meet the requirements for work as a residential electrician. 
When appropriate and in conformance with law, the Board may amend 
existing rules to make them applicable to the residential license. Sections — 
13 and 14 give the Board authority to prescribe various fees. This must be 
done by rule. It is intended that each fee not exceed the amount necessary 
to meet the cost of administering the program to which it relates.

Dear President Mathers and Speaker Gerke: 


I, Thomas L. Judge, in accordance with the authority conferred upon me | 
as Governor by the laws and constitution of the State of Montana, do | 
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hereby return House Bill No. 40, “AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR A 
SENIOR CITIZENS REPRESENTATIVE ON THE BOARD OF NURS- 
ING HOME ADMINISTRATORS; AMENDING SECTION 2-15-1611.”, 
without my signature and recommend the attached amendment. 


House Bill No. 40 provides, in Section 2, that five members be 
appointed by the Governor and that one of the members appointed to the 
Board of Nursing Home Administrators shall represent the public at large. 
House Bill 40 further provides, in Section 4, that the appointee repre- 
senting the public at large is to be selected from a list prepared by the 
Governor’s Commission on Aging. 


Section 82A-1902(3), R.C.M., 1947, abolished the commission on aging 
and transferred its functions to the Department of Social and Rehabilita- 
tion Services and the Board of Social and Rehabilitation Appeals. There- 
fore, the language in Section 4 of House Bill 40 is not applicable, and it 
is requested that the member to serve the public at large on the Board of 
Nursing Home Administrators be appointed by the Governor as provided 
in Section (2) and that the language referring to the Governor’s Commis- 
sion on Aging be stricken.

A SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH 
OF THE LATE J. HUGO ARONSON 


WHEREAS, the Senate of the Forty-sixth Legislature wishes to join in 
the expression of a sense of loss which marked the death of J. Hugo 
Aronson, a distinguished and former member of this body, who died 
February 25, 1978, in Columbia Falls, Montana, at the age of 86. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper to reflect upon, recognize, and 
record those contributions of Senator Aronson in the official records of 
this assembly, the following facts are hereby noted: 


J. Hugo Anderson was born September 1, 1891, in Gallstad, Sweden, to 
a family of poor tenant farmers. 


After spending his first 20 years in Sweden the future Senator Aronson 
emigrated to the United States in 1911. 


J. H. Aronson first arrived in Montana with only a vocabulary limited 
to “ham and eggs” and a ticket good for as far as the railroad police would 
permit. 


The future Senator acquired his nickname and political trademark of the 
“Galloping Swede” while working on ranches and in the oil fields of Mon- 
tana. After serving in World War I, he returned to the oil fields of North- 
ern Montana and began an oil contracting business. His other business 
activities included banking, wheat farming, and cattle ranching. 


Before his election to the Senate, Aronson was elected to two terms on 
the Cut Bank City Council, where he served as President, and three terms 
in the Montana House of Representatives, beginning in 1934. 


Upon election to the House, the Glacier County Republican was accord- 
ed the unusual privilege of the appointment to the Chairmanship of a 
committee while the Democrats were in control. Speaker Dave Manning 
appointed him to the Chairmanship of the Petroleum, Oil, and Gas Com- 
mittee and also Vice-Chairman of the Labor Committee. 


Senator Aronson was then elected to this body in 1944 where he served 
two terms. While in the Senate, Senator Aronson directed his efforts and 
interest toward the areas of highways, education, aviation, law, and labor. 
His Committee assignments included: Chairman of Roads and Highways, 
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Chairman of Oils and Leases, Chairman of Military Affairs, Vice-Chairman 
of Banks and Banking, Select Committee on Aviation, and Committee on 
Seating. 


Senator Aronson had lost his first wife, Matilda, in 1936, and he married 
Rose McClure in 1944. Their daughter, Rika, was born in 1945. 


Senator Aronson became Governor Aronson in 1952 - a post he held 
until 1961. To that office he brought and continued the traits of loyalty 
to constituents, ideals and principles. His tenure was marked by stability 
and solid growth. 


Hugo was a deeply religious man and initiated the Annual Governor’s 
Prayer Breakfast which continues to this day. 


Among the special awards and honors bestowed on this immigrant farm 
boy who served in these chambers and the Governor’s Chair were: The 
Grand Cross of the Royal Order of the North Star by King Gustav Adolph 
VI of Sweden, Chairman of the Interstate Oil Compact Commission, Host 
of the National Governors’ Conference, and Honorary Doctor of Law 
degrees from both Rocky Mountain College and Montana State University. 


Senator Aronson was active in many organizations including the Cut 
Bank Chamber of Commerce, Lions, Elks, Moose Lodge, Scandanavian 
Fraternity, American Legion, VFW, York Rite, Scottish Rite, Algerian 
Temple, Masonic Blue Lodge, Montana Club, and the Montana Bankers 
Association. 


In life, the Senator and Governor was a hearty, lively, warm friend of 
all Montanans. It was this spirit that was Hugo’s greatest contribution to 
this state. 


Senator Aronson’s daughter, Rika, and her husband Gary Mogolis live in 
Bigfork, Montana. |

A SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH 
OF THE LATE CHARLES A. BOVEY 


WHEREAS, it is with great and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Forty-sixth Legislature of the State of Montana record with 
esteem the death of Charles A. Bovey, an eminent former member of this 
body, on June 9, 1978 in Nevada City of a heart attack. 
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WHEREAS, it is only fitting and proper that the distinguished and 
prominent achievements of the late Senator Bovey be filed in the official 
records of this assembly, and the following facts about his life and work 
are hereby noted: 


Charles Bovey was born in Minneapolis, Minnesota, on May 1, 1909, and 
attended Black School there and Phillips Academy in Andover, Massachu- 
setts. 


He came to Great Falls, Montana, in 1928 in association with the Royal 
Milling Company. Then upon marrying Sue Ford, February 23, 1936, they 
moved to the Sunnyside Ranch east of Great Falls where they raised 
wheat, purebred herefords and sheep. Mrs. Bovey’s grandfather, Robert S. 
Ford, came to the Sun River Country in the 1860’s bringing the first cat- 
tle. 


Senator Bovey had always been interested in history and first started 
collecting and restoring old cars and machinery. Fortunately, for the poste- 
rity of Montana, he developed an avid interest in the history and preser- 
vation of early Montana. His interest encompassed everything from small 
items of antiquity to entire buildings. In 1941 he arranged Old Town in 
a building at the fairgrounds in Great Falls. Old Town was a street of 
treasured structures including a fire station complete with a hand-drawn 
hook and ladder wagon, a barber shop, saddlery store, blacksmith’s shop 
and saloon. Once, when speaking of Old Town, Bovey remarked: “The fun 
of collecting anything is enchanced when one has a place where others can 
see and enjoy the collection, to lock it up in a dark shed accessible only 
to myself would give me little pleasure.” Perhaps his own words explain 
better than anything else why he turned his love of historic Montana to 
Virginia City. He began his restoration of the one-time Territorial Capital 
in 1946 at his own expense. In 1960 Senator Bovey moved his Old Town 
to Nevada City, another of the State’s earliest settlements. In 1974, Mr. 
and Mrs. Bovey donated the old trolley in Helena’s downtown mall. 
Because of his devotion to history and to Montana, tourists and 
Montanans alike are able to more fully appreciate the legacy of pioneer life 
and politics. 


Charlie and his wife, Sue, founded the Montana Historical Landmark 
Society. He was also on the Board of the Montana Historical Society for 
14 years and served as its President during that time. Over the years, Mr. 
and Mrs. Bovey donated much memorabilia to the Historical Society, for 
example; to the Museum, they donated the various items on display in the 
General Store of the Territorial Junction, in the museum basement. 


Charles Bovey began his political career in 1943, serving as a Democratic 
Representative from Cascade County. After two sessions in the House of 
Representatives he was elected to the Senate in 1947 and served through 
1965. Senator Bovey chaired the Highways and Transportation Committee 
from 1955 to 1965 and acted as Vice-Chairman of Cities and Towns in 
1957 and 1959. In 1951 he served as Vice-Chairman for the Fairs and 
Expositions Committee. He served on many committees, among them: 
Business Administration, Fish and Game, Liquor Control, State Adminis- 
tration, and Banking and Insurance. A bill he sponsored, and was partic- 
ularly interested in, was for pioneer auto plates. 


In 1952, Mr. and Mrs. Bovey were awarded Honorary Masters of Arts 
Degrees from Montana State University for their work in furthering inter- 
est in Montana history and the preservation of the state’s historical relics. 
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Senator Bovey was a member of the Cultural Arts Committee of the 
Great Falls Chamber of Commerce in 1951. This committee was responsi- 
ble for meeting the terms of Josephine Trigg’s will in housing her collec- 
tion of Charles M. Russell Art. He served on the Editorial Board of the 
Montana Chamber of Commerce Magazine, the State Mental Health Com- 
mittee and was a member of the Congregational Church. 


As one of his interests, Charlie Bovey built the first ski lift at King’s 
Hill by Neihart, currently known as Showdown. 


In view of the facts just noted, we, the members of the Senate, warmly 
pay our last tribute to a great historian and statesman, Charles A. Bovey. 


Mrs. Sue Bovey resides in Great Falls during the winter and in Virginia 
City in the summer, continuing their work. Their son, Ford, lives in Vir- 
ginia City. Mr. Bovey is also survived by his sister, Mrs. Ruth Bovey 
Stevens in Minneapolis, Minnesota and brother, Martin R. Bovey of Lin- 
coln, Massachusetts.

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Forty-sixth legislature of the State of Montana record with 
honor the death of John W. “Brick” Breeden, at his home in Bozeman, 
August 13, 1977.

In Oyer, Missouri, on January 4, 1904, Senator Breeden was born. His | 
family moved to Fairfield, Montana, in 1918 and later to Bozeman in 1920. | 
After graduation from Gallatin County High School in 1925, he attended 
Montana State College where he attained All-American status as a 
member of the National Champion Golden Bobcat Basketball Team. | 
Before graduating in 1929 he was student body president, a member of Les | 
Bouffons, and the Sigma Chi Fraternity. He received a Masters Degree © 
from West Virginia University. He was a member of the Phi Delta Kappa _ 
Honorary Education Fraternity. 
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Ruth KE. Platt and John Breeden were married in Bozeman June 11, 
1930. He coached at Beaverhead County High School in Dillon from 1929 
to 1933 and at Western Montana College from 1931 to 1933. He returned 
to Montana State College in 1933 as a coach and in 1937 became head bas- 
ketball coach. Under his leadership the team won the Old Rocky Mountain 
Conference Championship. By 1954 he was Athletic Director and in 1966 
he assumed the Career Placement Directorship, a position to he held until 
he retired. 


In 1937, “Brick” as he was called, Breeden was elected the Senator from 
Gallatin and Park Counties as a Republican. During his term he served on 
the Education, Fish and Game, and Public Health, Welfare, and Safety 
Committees. 


Senator Breeden belonged to the Presbyterian Church and was active in 
the Masonic Lodge 18 AF&AM and St. John’s Commandery of Knights 
Templar. He also belonged to the Algeria Shrine in Helena. 


Senator Breeden’s widow, Ruth, resides in Bozeman; his daughter, Mrs. 
Ruth Agelski and two sons, William and Don, also survive him. His sister, 
Mrs. Mary P. Schlecten, also lives in Bozeman.

A SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE 
LATE HOWARD J. DOGGETT 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Forty-sixth Legislature of the State of Montana record the 
passing of former Senator Howard J. Doggett on November 23, 1977, at St. 
‘Peter’s Hospital in Helena. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Doggett be filed on the official 
records of this Assembly and the following facts relevant to his career are 
hereby noted: 


Howard Doggett, a Republican, served in the Montana State Senate 
from 1947 to 1949 from Broadwater County. He chaired the Courtesies and 
Good Fellowship Committee in 1947 and the Education Committee in 1949 
in addition to serving on various committees. 


Senator Doggett was born January 27, 1903, in Helena. He attended 
schools in Townsend and Long Beach, California, and graduated from the 
University of Montana. 
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He married Elizabeth Veach on December 25, 1928, in Three Forks, 
Montana. 


His family were prominent livestock ranchers in Meagher and 
Broadwater Counties. He operated the Doggett Ranches for several years. 


Following World War II Senator Doggett went to Washington, D. C. and 
became the Regional Director of the Agricultural Stabilization Service. In 
addition, he served as Assistant Secretary of Agriculture and as Agricul- 
tural Attache at the United States Embassy in Brussels, Belgium. He later 
made his home in Helena. 


Senator Doggett was past president of the Montana Woolgrowers Associ- 
ation and the Montana Club. He served as a Director of the First National 
Bank in Helena, the State Bank of Townsend and the Bozeman Produc- 
tion Credit Association, and was a member of the Montana Stockgrowers 
Association and the Masonic Lodge in Townsend. 


Survivors include his wife, Elizabeth of Helena, a daughter, Mrs. Judith 
Flegel of Racine, Wisconsin, and two sons, Bill of Alder and Jeff of White 
Sulphur Springs, Montana.

A SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF 
THE LATE JEWETT M. HOFLAND

passing of former Senator Jewett M. Hofland, on September 24, 1978, at 
the Kalispell Regional Hospital, Kalispell, Montana. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Hofland be filed on the official 
records of this assembly and the following facts relative to his career are 
hereby noted: 


Jewett M. Hofland was born in Mitchell City, Iowa, on October 23, 1890. 
He moved to Hope, North Dakota in 1912 where he worked as station 
agent for the Great Northern Railway, and in 1913 homesteaded in the 
Vida community, McCone County. 


He and Mable J. Jacobson were married on December 29, 1915, in 
Austin, Minnesota. In 1933, they moved to Circle, where he was American 
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Automobile Association Secretary, and returned to the homestead in 1940. 
Mrs. Hofland died in 1966. 


Senator Hofland married Celia Edgar on June 25, 1967, in Circle. They 
moved to Kalispell in 1971 where she still lives. 


Senator Hofland represented McCone County in the Senate from 1945 
to 1959 as a Democrat. He chaired the Mileage and Per Diem Committee 
in 1953 and the County Affairs Committee from 1957 to 1959. He served 
on the Education Committee from 1949 to 1959 and acted as Vice-Chair- 
man of the Committee on Engrossed Bills in 1957. He also served on many 
committees, such as, Constitutional Amendments, Road and Highways, 
and the Committee on Journal. 


His survivors include his wife, two sons, Elmer of Circle, and Everett of 
Wolf Point, and a daughter, Mrs. Marie Gilbertson of Circle.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE 
LATE WILLIAM T. J. MANNIX 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Forty-sixth Legislature of the State of Montana record the 
passing of former Senator William T. J. “Ted” Mannix on August 30, 
1977, in Deer Lodge, Montana. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Mannix be filed on the official 
records of this assembly, the following facts relative to his career are 
hereby noted: 


Senator William T. J. “Ted” Mannix was born December 23, 1918 in 
Deer Lodge to Mr. and Mrs. Fred Mannix, a pioneer Gold Creek family. 
He attended Gold Creek Grade School, Drummond High School, and 
Powell County High School. He graduated from Montana State College in 
1941. From 1941 to 1944 he served in World War II. 


Senator Mannix and Bernice Hanson were married in Deer Lodge on 
April 3, 1945. They ranched in Gold Creek before moving to Deer Lodge 
where he owned and managed Mannix Feed for 15 years. At one time, he 
managed a Western Auto Store and the Deer Lodge Lumber Company. At 
the time of his death he was Justice of the Peace for Powell County. 


The late Senator served as a Republican member of the Senate of the 
Montana Legislature in the Thirty-sixth Session in 1959. He served on the 
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Agriculture, Education, Liquor Control, Relief and Social Security and 
State Boards, Offices and Buildings Committees. He was Vice-Chairman of 
the Legislative Council from 1959 to 1961. 


Senator Mannix served as Vice-Chairman of the Montana Centennial 
Commission in 1963 - 1964 and as the Executive Secretary of the Deer 
Lodge Chamber of Commerce. He was a past president of the Sons and 
Daughters of Montana Pioneers, a Director of the Future Farmers of 
America, served on the Council of the Powell County High School, was a 
charter member and Director of the Powell County Museum and Arts and 
Foundation Chairman of the Powell County Weed Board. Senator Mannix 
also participated on the Alcohol Prevention Committee and in the Powell 
Post No. 10 American Legion. 


Senator Mannix was a member of the Roman Catholic Church. He was 
a Past Grand Knight of the Knights of Columbus Council 1810, Past 
Exalted Ruler of Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks 1737, and Dis- 
trict Deputy of Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks. He served as a 
member of the Deer Lodge Civic Association. 


He is survived by his widow, Bernice Mannix, and four daughters; Kathy 
McCaffery, Mary Cooper, Margaret Biggerstaff, and Teresa Mannix.

A SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF 
THE LATE THOMAS A. ROSS 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Forty-sixth Legislature of the State of Montana record with 
honor the death of Thomas A. Ross, a distinguished former member of this 
body on December 11, 1977, in Chinook. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the high and excellent 
achievment of the late Senator Thomas Ross be filed in the official records 
of this assembly and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted: 


Mr. Ross was born in Chinook in 1895, attended schools there and grad- 
tiated from Montana State College in 1918. The Ross family have been 
pioneer Bear Paw cattle ranchers for generations. Following Army service, 
Senator Ross returned to the family ranch and he, with his son, Warren, 
operated it until his death. 
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Mr. Ross and Marcy Angell married on September 12, 1919, at Kalispell. 
She preceded him in death in 1974. 


Senator Ross was a veteran of eight sessions of the Montana Legislature, 
serving from Blaine County from 1941 to 1955 as a Republican. He chaired 
the Public Lands Committee every session he served, and from 1947 to 
1955 served on the Finance and Claims Committee. Besides serving on a 
number of committees, he acted as Vice-Chairman on the Federal Rela- 
tions Committee in 1943, the Business Administration Committee in 1951, 
and the Constitutional Amendments and Federal Relations Committee in 
1953 and 1955. 


Senator Ross was President of the Montana Stockgrowers Association 
from 1937 to 1938. He served on the Farm Credit District Board, was an 
honorary life member of the Lions Club, a life member of the Elks Lodge, 
Masonic Lodge No. 50 AF&AM, and the Shriners. He was an elder in the 
United Presbyterian Church in Chinook. 


Senator Ross is survived by his sons, Warren and Tom, daughter, Betty 
Schilling, and brother, Bill Ross.

(3) Residents may be required to perform vocational training tasks 
which do not involve the operation and maintenance of the facility, 
subject to a presumption that an assignment of longer than 3 
months to any task is not a training task, provided the specific task 
or any change in task assignment is: 

(a) an integrated part of the resident’s habilitation plan and 
approved as a habilitation activity by a professional person responsi- 
ble for supervising the resident’s habilitation; 

(b) supervised by a staff member to oversee the habilitation 
aspects of the activity. 


(4) Residents may voluntarily engage in habilitative labor at 
nonprogram hours for which the facility would otherwise have to 
pay an employee, provided the specific labor or any change in labor 
is: 

(a) an integrated part of the resident’s habilitation plan and 
approved as a habilitation activity by a professional person responsi- 
ble for supervising the resident’s habilitation; 

(b) supervised by a staff member to oversee the habilitation 
aspects of the activity; and 

(c) compensated in accordance with the minimum wage laws of the 
Fair Labor Standards Act, 29 U. S. C., sec. 206, as amended. 


(5) If any resident performs habilitative labor which involves the 
operation and maintenance of a facility but due to physical or 
mental disability is unable to perform the labor as efficiently as a 
person not so physically or mentally disabled, then the patient such 
resident may be compensated at a rate which bears the same 
approximate relation to the statutory minimum wage as his ability 
to perform that particular job bears to the ability of a person not 
so afflicted. 





(6) Residents may be required to perform tasks of a personal 
housekeeping nature, such as the making of one’s own bed.

(b) provide penalties for violations of [this act]. 
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SECTION 2. Definitions. As used in [this act], the following defi- 
nitions apply: 


(1) “Energy facility’? means a facility which produces, extracts, 
converts, transports, or stores energy. 


(2) “Energy” means petroleum or other liquid fuels, natural or 
synthetic fuel gas, or electricity. 


(3) “Person” means an individual, partnership, joint venture, pri- 
vate or public corporation, cooperative, association, firm, public util- 
ity, political subdivision, municipal corporation, government agency, 
joint operating agency, or any other entity, public or private, how- 
ever organized. 


(4) “Committee” means the energy policy committee established in 
section 3. 


(5) “Distributor” means any person, private corporation, partner- 
ship, producer, individual proprietorship, public utility, joint oper- 
ating agency or cooperative which engages in or is authorized to 
engage in the activity of generating, producing, transmitting, or dis- 
tributing energy in this state. 


(6) “Energy emergency” means an existing or imminent domestic, 
regional, or national shortage of energy which will result in curtail- 
ment of essential services or production of essential goods, or the 
disruption of significant sectors of the economy unless action is 
taken to conserve or limit the use of the energy form involved, and 
the allocation of available energy supplies among users. 


(7) “Energy supply alert” means a condition of energy supply on 
a national, regional, state, or local basis which foreseeably will affect 
significantly the availability of essential energy supplies within the 
ensuing 90-day period unless action is taken under section 9 to 
reduce energy usage by state agencies and political subdivisions. 


SECTION 3. Energy policy committee. There is established a 
legislative energy policy committee which consists of eight members. 
The members shall consist of the president of the senate and the 
floor leader of the opposite party in the senate and the speaker and 
minority leader of the house of representatives. Each leadership 
member shall designate one additional member within 15 days fol- 
lowing the close of each session. 


SECTION 4. Supply of vital public services during an energy 
supply alert and energy emergency. The governor shall, with the 
advice of the committee, in developing provisions for the allocation, 
conservation, and consumption of energy, give due consideration to 
supplying vital public services such as essential governmental opera- 
tions, health and safety functions, emergency services, public mass 
transportation systems, food production and processing facilities, 
and energy supply facilities during conditions of an energy supply 
alert or energy emergency. In developing any energy allocation pro- 
grams, provisions shall be made for the equitable distribution of 
energy among the geographic areas of the state which are 
experiencing an energy shortage. 


SECTION 5. Information obtainable by governor. (1) The gover- 
nor may obtain information from energy resource producers, sup- 
pliers, public agencies, and consumers and from political 
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subdivisions in this state necessary for him, with advice of the com- 
mittee, to determine the need for energy supply alert and emergency 
declarations. Such information may include but is not limited to: 


(a) sales volumes by customer classifications; 


(b) forecasts of energy resource requirements for the particular 
type of energy involved for a period not to exceed 2 years; and 


(c) inventory of energy resources and reserves available for use in 
meeting a shortage in a particular energy source. 


(2) In obtaining information under subsection (1) of this section 
during a state of energy emergency the governor may subpoena wit- 
nesses, material, and relevant books, papers, accounts, records, and 
memoranda; administer oaths; and cause the depositions of persons 
residing within or without Montana to be taken in the manner pre- 
scribed for depositions in civil actions in district courts, to obtain 
information relevant to energy resources that are the subject of the 
proclaimed emergency or associated disaster. 


(3) In obtaining information under this section, the governor shall: 


(a) seek to avoid eliciting information already furnished by a 
person or political subdivision in this state to a federal, state, or 
local regulatory authority that is available for his study; and 


(b) cause reporting procedures, including forms, to conform to 
existing requirements of federal, state, and local regulatory authori- 
ties. 


(4) Nothing in the act requires the disclosure by a distributor of 
confidential information, trade secrets, or other facts of a propri- 
etary nature. 


(5) The governor shall forward to the committee such information 
collected under this section as the committee may request and shall 
advise the committee of the progress of the information gathering 
process. 


SECTION 6. Advice of distributors and consumers. The governor 
shall actively solicit the advice of consumers, through the legislative 
consumer committee established in 5-15-1011, and of distributors 
throughout the information gathering, planning, and implementation 
process described in [this act]. : 


SECTION 7. Submission and approval of curtailment plans. (1) 
The governor may at any time require a distributor of an energy 
resource to prepare for his approval a plan for the curtailment of 
the distribution of that resource in the event of a state of energy 
emergency. Plans shall be submitted in such form and within such 
limits as the governor shall specify, and shall recognize the obli- 
gations and duties which may be placed upon distributors subject to 
[this act] by other jurisdictions, both state and federal. 


(2) Approval of plans for curtailment shall be based on the follow- 
ing factors: 


(a) the consistency of the plan with the public health, safety, and 
welfare; 


(b) the technical feasibility of implementation of the plan; 
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(c) the effectiveness with which the plan minimizes the impact of 
any curtailment; 


(d) the needs of commercial, agricultural, retail, professional, and 
service establishments whose normal function is to supply goods or 
services, or both, of an essential nature, including but not limited to 
food, lodging, fuel, and medical care facilities; 


(e) the regional agreements or contracts of the distributors; and 
(f) the advice of the committee. 


SECTION 8. Governor’s considerations. In determining whether to 
declare an energy supply alert or energy emergency, the governor 
shall consider: 


(1) availability of regional and national energy resources; 
(2) local, state, regional, and national energy needs and shortages; 


(3) availability of short-term alternative supplies on a local, state, 
regional, and national basis; 


(4) the economic effect of such declaration and the implementation 
of any curtailment or conservation plans; 


(5) the advice of the committee; and 
(6) any other relevant factors. 


SECTION 9. Energy supply alert. (1) The governor may upon 
finding that an energy alert condition exists, declare the same for a 
period of not longer than 90 days, setting forth the reasons therefor. 
Such declaration may be renewed for 90-day periods thereafter upon 
a finding that the energy alert condition will continue for such fur- 
ther period. 


(2) Whenever the governor has declared an energy supply alert, he 
may by executive order direct actions: 


(a) reducing energy resource usage by state agencies and political 
subdivisions; 


(b) promoting conservation, prevention of waste and salvage of 
energy resources and the materials, services, and facilities derived 
therefrom or dependent thereon, by state agencies and political sub- 
divisions. 


SECTION 10. Emergency energy — powers of governor. In addi- 
tion to his existing powers and duties, the governor shall have the 
following duties and special energy emergency powers subject to the 
definitions and limitations in [this act]: 


(1) The governor with the advice of the committee may, upon find- 
ing that a situation exists which threatens to seriously disrupt or 
diminish energy supplies to the extent that life, health, or property 
may be jeopardized, declare a condition or state of energy emer- 
gency, at which time all of the general and specific emergency 
powers further enumerated in this section shall become effective. 


(2) The condition of energy emergency terminates after 14 consec- 
utive days unless extended by a declaration of the legislature by 
joint resolution of a continuing condition of energy emergency of a 
duration to be established by the legislature. 
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(3) The conditions of an energy emergency alternatively cease to 
exist upon a declaration to that effect by either of the following: 


(a) the governor; or 


(b) the legislature, by joint resolution if in regular or special 
session. 


(4) In a declared state of energy emergency, the governor may, 
with the advice of the committee: 


(a) implement such programs, controls, standards, priorities, and 
quotas for the production, allocation, conservation, and consumption 
of energy, including plans for the curtailment of energy; provided 
that in so doing, the governor shall impose controls, quotas, or cur- 
tailments according to the nature of the end use to be made of the 
energy consistent with existing transmission and distribution sys- 
tems serving the geographic area affected by the energy emergency; 


(b) suspend and modify existing pollution control standards and 
requirements or any other standards or requirements affecting or 
affected by the use of energy, including those relating to air or water 
quality control; and 


(c) establish and implement regional programs and agreements for 
the purposes of coordinating the energy programs and actions of the 
state with those of the federal government and of other states, local- 
ities, and other persons. 


(5) Nothing in [this act] means that any program, control, stan- 
dard, priority quota, or other policy created under the authority of 
the emergency powers authorized by [this act] has any continuing 
legal effect after the cessation of a declared state of energy emer- 
gency. 


(6) Because of the emergency nature of [this act], all actions 
authorized or required hereunder or taken pursuant to any order 
issued by the governor are exempted from all requirements and 
provisions of the Montana Environmental Policy Act of 1971, 
including but not limited to the requirement for environmental 
impact statements. 


(7) Except as provided in this section, nothing in [this act] 
exempts a person from compliance with the provisions of any other 
law, rule, or directive unless specifically ordered by the governor, or 
unless impossibility of compliance is a direct result of an order of 
the governor. 


SECTION 11. Obligations of state and local executives. To protect 
the public welfare during conditions of energy alerts or emergencies, 
the chief executive of each political subdivision of the state, includ- 
ing local governments with self-government power, and each state 
agency shall carry out in its jurisdiction such energy supply alert or 
energy emergency measures as may be ordered by the governor. 


SECTION 12. Coordination with federal provisions. In order to 
attain uniformity, as far as is practicable throughout the country in 
measures taken to aid in energy crisis management, all action taken 
under [this act] and all orders and rules made pursuant to it shall 
be taken or made with due consideration for and consistent when 
practicable with the orders, rules, actions, recommendations, and 
requests of federal authorities. 
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SECTION 13. Compliance. Notwithstanding any provision of law 
or contract to the contrary, all persons who are specifically ordered 
by the governor with the advice of committee to comply with an 
order issued or action taken pursuant to [this act] shall comply. 


SECTION 14. Orders to distributors. The governor may order any 
distributor to take such action on his behalf as may be required to 
implement orders issued pursuant to section 10 and no distributor 
or person is liable for actions taken in accordance with such order. 


SECTION 15. Liability. No distributor or person is liable for dam- 
ages to persons or property resulting from action taken in accor- 
dance with orders or rules issued pursuant to [this act] or actions 
taken pursuant to orders, rules, actions, recommendations, and 
requests of federal authorities. 


SECTION 16. Rules and executive orders. Notwithstanding the 
exemption from the provisions of the Montana Administrative 
Procedure Act granted to the governor in Title 2, chapter 4, MCA, 
the governor may adopt rules necessary to implement [this act] and 
cause their adoption and publication to be completed in the same 
manner as the adoption and publication of agency rules. In addition, 
executive orders of the governor implementing provisions of [this 
act] shall be published in the Montana Administrative Register 
upon request of the governor. 


SECTION 17. Civil defense laws supplemented. The powers vested 
in the governor under [this act] are in addition to and not in lieu 
of emergency powers vested in him under Title 10, chapter 3, or any 
other law of Montana. 


SECTION 18. Governor may authorize expenditure. The governor 
may authorize the incurring of liabilities and expenses to be paid as 
other claims against the state from the general fund, in the amount 
necessary, when an energy emergency is declared by the governor 
and justifies the expenditure as set forth in 10-3-311 for other emer- 
gency or disaster expenditures. 


SECTION 19. Penalties. A person convicted of violating [this act] 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. Each day of violation, after notice of 
violation, constitutes a separate offense. 


SECTION 20. Severability. If a part of this act is invalid, all valid 
parts that are severable from the invalid part remain in effect. If a 
part of this act is invalid in one or more of its applications, the part 
remains in effect in all valid applications that are severable from the 
invalid applications. 


SECTION 21. Period of effectiveness. This act is effective on pas- 
sage and approval and remains in effect until July 1, 1985.”

Because Section 16 of this bill delegates authority to the Governor to 
adopt Administrative Rules, this Statement of Intent is attached to the 
bill pursuant to 5-4-404, MCA. 1. Rules adopted under Section 16 may 
include guidelines for determining the types and extent of limitations to 
be placed on energy use when a curtailment of essential services or produc- 
tion of essential goods has or will take place as the result of an existing 
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or imminent shortage of energy, thereby causing an energy emergency to 
be declared. Further, the rules adopted may include guidelines concerning 
actions required to be taken to reduce energy use when a condition of 
energy supply will affect significantly the availability of essential energy 
supplies under the declaration of an energy supply alert. The rules may 
also include guidelines used in determining whether supply conditions 
warrant a condition of energy supply alert or energy emergency to be 
declared by the governor. All rules adopted pursuant to this bill shall be 
with the advice of the energy policy committee established by this bill.

A Statement of Intent is required for House Bill No. 864 in that it dele- 
gates rulemaking and licensing authority to the Board of Public Education 
in Section 9. 1. The intent of this bill is to establish a certification cate- 
gory for non-teaching school personnel. It is not intended to restrict or 
authorize the practice of any profession outside of the public school sys- 
tem. Specialist certificates may be developed in areas such as school psy- 
chology or school nursing. Experience requirements for certification should 
range from 0 to 3 years depending upon the profession involved and the 
needs of the public schools. Education and training equivalencies may be 
considered for purposes of compliance with experience requirements. Edu- 
cation and training standards should require no less than a bachelor’s 
degree with some additional specialized training. Specialized training may 
include an appropriate internship or college-based training program. The 
standards should require some degree of training or experience that is 
directly related to the practice of the profession in a school setting. A state 
licensing board license may be made a Board of Education requirement for 
specialist certification.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the constitu- 
tion and the laws of the State of Montana, I hereby veto Senate Bill 
No. 403, “AN ACT TO REQUIRE SENATE CONFIRMATION OF 
APPOINTMENTS TO THE BOARD OF REAL ESTATE; AMENDING 
SECTION 2-15-1642, MCA; AND PROVIDING AN IMMEDIATE 
EFFECTIVE DATE.” 


Senate Bill No. 403 requires that the Senate confirm appointments by 
the Governor to the Board of Real Estate. Under normal circumstances I 
would quickly sign such legislation. 


However, under the so-called Sunset Law (Sections 2-8-103 and 2-8-112) 
the Board of Real Estate is set to terminate on July Ist of this year. While 
it is not clear whether Senate Bill No. 403 would require that current 
members be submitted for confirmation to this session of the Senate, it is 
clear that such an act would be superfluous in light of the time remaining 
for the board to exist. 


I have conveyed my concerns with Senate Bill No. 403 to its sponsor 
and he has advised me that his concerns are addressed in pending legis- 
lation which would establish a new entity for regulation of the real estate 
profession. 


For these reasons, I veto Senate Bill No. 403.

ING SECTIONS 2-16-505, 2-16-506, 7-3-1217, 7-3-4218, 7-4-2106, 
13-25-202, AND 69-1-106, MCA.” 


Article VI, Section 6 of the Montana Constitution provides in subsection 
(2): “If the Office of Secretary of State, Attorney General, Auditor, or 
Superintendent of Public Instruction becomes vacant by death, resigna- 
tion, or disability as determined by law, the Governor shall appoint a qual- 
ified person to serve that office until the next general election and until 
a successor is elected and qualified.” 


Senate Bill No. 128 would limit the constitutional prerogative of the 
Governor by requiring that the appointee be of the same political party as 
his predecessor and be selected from a list submitted by the State Central 
Committee of the predecessor’s political party. By restricting the 
Governor’s discretion in that fashion, the bill clearly violates the plenary 
authority given to the Governor by the Montana Constitution. 


Constitutional arguments aside, it is my belief that when a Governor 
acts to fill a vacancy the sole criterion must be: who is the most qualified 
person to fulfill the public trust of this office? To the extent that this 
legislation allows political partisanship to answer that question, it does not 
serve the public good. 


For these reasons, I veto Senate Bill No. 128.

The Department of Administration is responsible for the acquisition and 
administration of all liability insurance for the protection of the State 
under the above-mentioned chapters. Pursuant to that responsibility the 
Department, by legislative direction, has instituted a self-insurance pro- 
gram for most functions and agencies of state government. Because of self- 
insurance the Department is ultimately responsible for defending the State 
in actions filed under those laws. 
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For that reason Senate Bill No. 78 was deemed necessary to provide 
adequate service of process on the Department of Administration for those 
actions for which it would be responsible for defending. 


Senate Bill No. 78 was amended during the legislative process and the 
requirement of service of process on the Department of Administration 
was deleted. That requirement is necessary. 


The attached amendments will replace that requirement in Senate Bill 
No. 78 


I urge your concurrence in these amendments.

I, Thomas L. Judge, in accordance with the authority conferred upon me 
as Governor by the laws and constitution of the State of Montana, do 
hereby return House Bill No. 334, “AN ACT TO CHANGE THE HEAR- 
ING REQUIREMENTS FOR THE ISSUE OR TRANSFER OF ALCO- 
HOLIC BEVERAGE LICENSES; AMENDING SECTIONS 16-4-202 
AND 16-4-207, MCA”, without my signature and recommend the attached 
amendments. 


House Bill No. 334 would amend Section 16-4-207, MCA, to simplify the 
procedures for the issuance or transfer of an alcoholic beverage license. 
Under current law a hearing must be held by the Department of Revenue 
prior to the issuance or transfer of an alcoholic beverage license. This 
requires the appointment of a hearings officer and the presence in Helena 
of the applicant and other interested parties during a hearing. This proce- 
dure can be both time consuming and expensive to the state and the appli- 
cant if there is not opposition to the issurance or transfer of the license. 
House Bill No. 334 would allow for the issuance or transfer of a retail all 
beverage license upon publication of a notice of application for a retail all 
beverage license when there is no opposition. If protest to the issuance or 
transfer of the license is made then a hearing must be held. 


House Bill No. 334 would also amend Section 16-4-202, MCA, which | 
deals with the issuance of resort retail liquor licenses. The intent of the | 
amendments to this section is to allow a resort retail liquor license to be | 
issued following publication, if there is no protest, in the same manner as | 
a retail all beverages license. This amendment, however, implies that | 
publication without hearing is all that would be necessary. I believe the | 
intent of House Bill No. 334 was to simply allow the same procedure to | 
be followed for a resort retail liquor license as that followed for retail all | 
beverages license, and that the hearing to determine the qualification of an | 
area as a resort would still be necessary. The amendment I offer would | 
clarify the hearing requirement of Section 16-4-202, MCA. 
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I urge your concurrence in these amendments.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the State of Montana, I hereby return House Bill 
No. 489, “AN ACT SETTING A MINIMUM AND MAXIMUM 
AMOUNT, FROM $5 TO $25, AN IRRIGATION DISTRICT MAY 
CHARGE AGAINST A SEPARATELY OWNED TRACT OF LAND FOR 
AN ANNUAL FEE; AMENDING SECTIONS 85-7-2103 AND 85-7-2104, 
MCA”, without my signature and recommend the attached amendments. 


House Bill No. 489 was introduced in the House to set the minimum 
and maximum fees which may be charged against a separately owned tract 
of land in an irrigation district. The annual fee charged against each sepa- 
rately owned tract of land would be between $5.00 and $25.00. The fees 
so charged are used for general administrative expenses, including the cost 
of maintenance and repairs and interest and principal on indebtedness of 
the district. The Board of Commissioners of the irrigation district sets the 
actual amount necessary to meet those obligations. 


House Bill No. 489 was amended during the legislative process to pro- 
vide that a separately owned tract of land unable to receive water may be 
charged not more than the $5.00 minimum. Although there is no objection 
to this particular amendment, a question is raised concerning the size of 
a tract of land against which the $5.00 minimum would be charged in an 
extremely dry year. If a substantial number of the tracts of land within an 
irrigation district were unable to receive water during a dry year, the dis- 
trict may be unable to raise the funds necessary to maintain and repair the 
system and to meet its financial obligations. For this reason I am offering 
the attached amendments which would provide that a tract of land unable 
to receive water which may be charged not more than the $5.00 minimum 
be of the size of one (1) acre or less. 
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I urge your concurrence in these amendments.

I, Thomas L. Judge, in accordance with the power vested in me as Gov- 
ernor, by the Constitution and the laws of the State of Montana do hereby 
return House Bill No. 457, “AN ACT REQUIRING THE DEPARTMENT 
OF REVENUE TO INCLUDE IN ITS REPORT OF PROPERTY TAX 
DATA FOR THE STATE A BREAKDOWN OF SUCH DATA BY 
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COUNTY, CITY, AND SCHOOL DISTRICT; AMENDING SECTION 
15-1-205, MCA.”’,, without my signature and recommend the attached 
amendments. 


House Bill No. 457, as introduced, required the Department of Revenue 
to provide a breakdown of all taxable property and its value by state, 
county and city twenty (20) days prior to the beginning of the legislative 
session. This information would be useful to the Legislature in determining 
the impact of legislation which effects the tax rate on various types of 
property in cities and counties. The cost of providing this additional infor- 
mation for cities is $80,000.00 per year. The increased cost to the Depart- 
ment of Revenue can be justified because of the usefulness to the 
Legislature of the information provided. 


However, House Bill No. 457 was amended during the legislative process 
to also require that a breakdown of taxable property be provided by school 
districts. This increases the estimated cost of House Bill No. 457 from 
$80,000.00 per year to more than $300,000.00 per year, as it expands the 
additional detailed information required from 125 cities to approximately 
1,400 school districts. The additional expense required because of this 
amendment is not reflected in the fiscal note. The information provided 
under this provision will be of little value to school districts or the Legis- 
lature, while the cost of providing it will be extremely high. For this 
reason, I am offering the attached amendments to delete the requirement 
that the Department of Revenue include in its report of property tax data 
a breakdown of data by school district. 


I urge your concurrence in these amendments.

I, Thomas L. Judge, in accordance with the power vested in me as Gov- 
ernor by the Constitution and the laws of the State of Montana, do hereby 
veto Senate Bill No. 321, “AN ACT CLARIFYING THE RELATION- 
SHIP BETWEEN THE BOARD OF PERSONNEL APPEALS AND THE 
DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND INDUSTRY, AMENDING SECTION 
2-15-1705, MCA”. 

This bill proposes to remove the staff now utilized in the Department 
for classification appeals, mediation, and unfair labor practice determina- 
tions from the Department, and transfers them to the Board. It is my 
belief that this transfer is inappropriate. 

The Executive Reorganization Act, first adopted as a constitutional 
amendment by 70 per cent of the votes of Montana, mandated no more 
than twenty separate departments and direct accountability of staff to 
administration. This bill violates that basic concept by making the Board 
of Personnel Appeals and its staff an independent entity. 

Earlier this session I supported Senate Bill No. 110 which would have 
placed the staff of the Human Rights Commisssion under the Department 
of Labor and Industry. It was my belief then and it remains my belief 
now, that no entity of state government should be autonomous from the 
rest. 

For these reasons, I veto Senate Bill No. 321.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by Constitution 
and the laws of the State of Montana, I hereby return House Bill No. 684, 
“AN ACT TO GENERALLY REVISE THE METAL MINE RECLA- 
MATION LAWS; AMENDING SECTIONS 82-4-303, 82-4-305, 82-4-331, 
82-4-332, 82-4-334, 82-4-335, and 82-4-337, MCA; AND REPEALING 
SECTION 82-4-333, MCA. “without my signature and recommend the 
attached amendments. 


House Bill No. 684 makes certain changes in the Metal Mine Recla- 
mation Law relating to the small miner exclusion. I support the present 
law, and this legislation, which make special provisions in order to recog- 
nize the needs of the legitimate small miner. It is the purpose of the 
amendments I am suggesting to protect and encourage the small miner 
while making sure that changes in reclamation requirements, acceptable on 
a small scale, are not taken advantage of by larger interests. 


The amendments to House Bill No. 684 which I propose can be classi- 
fied into three equal general areas. First, I am proposing to amend that 
portion of the bill that deals with roads. As presently written, House Bill 
No. 684 excludes roads which a public agency wishes to remain after the 
operation has terminated from definition of “disturbed land”. This provi- 
sion addresses the present situation in which small operations are pre- 
cluded from using the small miner exclusion, which is available only to 
operators who disturb less than five acres, because the public agency 
requires that the the road be constructed much wider or longer than would 
be required for a road used exclusively for access or haulage. 


The problem can be solved by simply providing that the acreage covered 
by these roads will not be included in the computation of the area covered 
by the operation for the purpose of determining whether the operator is 
a small miner. In this manner, the Department will retain authority to 
review proposals of operators who must obtain permits to leave roads 
unreclaimed. I have also substituted a more precise term for the indefinite 
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term “public agency” and have added a requirement that the agency be 
willing to maintain the road once mining ceases. 


Second, House Bill No. 684 would allow small operators to mine up to 
ten acres, instead of the present five acres, as long as the ten acres consist 
of two operations of less than five acres; they are the only operations con- 
ducted by that operator; they are noncontiguous; and they are not oper- 
ated simultaneously. Claims are considered “noncontiguous” if they have 
no point in common. The apparent advantage of this provision is that it 
allows a small operator who has an operation which becomes inaccessible 
or inoperable due to winter weather to continue operation during the 
winter at another location. However, as presently written, House Bill 
No. 684 would allow two five-acre operations so close as to constitute in 
the practical effect one ten-acre operation. I have therefore eliminated the 
definition of “noncontiguous” and the requirement that the two five-acre 
operations be noncontiguous. I have substituted in their place a require- 
ment that the operation be at least a mile apart. The amendment will 
allow summer/winter operations while prohibiting the ten-acre small miner 
exclusion statement. I have also amended the term “a transition period” 
to read ‘‘seasonal transition periods” to clarify that the amendment is 
meant to allow summer/winter operations. 


Third, House Bill No. 684 would eliminate the requirement that to 
qualify for the small miner exclusion, a miner must remove less than 
36,500 tons of material a year. The elimination of this requirement would 
exempt 25% of the operators who presently have permits from the permit- 
ting and reclamation requirements of the law. While there may be good 
arguments to adjust the tonnage requirements, total repeal is not accept- 
able. 


I urge your concurrence in these amendments.

Senate Bill No. 406 is a bill which, as introduced, would allow a dealer 
in implements of husbandry and self-propelled machinery to obtain a term 
permit for the movement of overwidth and overlength vehicles. I agree 
with the need for such legislation as long as its application is restricted to 
dealers and farm vehicles. 


However, an amendment was added to the bill to allow “purchasers of 
same” to also obtain the term permit. This would allow anyone, not just 
implement dealers, to obtain the term permit. This makes the exception 
far too broad and constitutes an unacceptable safety risk to the motoring 
public. My amendments would remove the references to purchasers and 
restore the bill to its introduced form. :

Dear President Mathers and Speaker Gerke: 


I, Thomas L. Judge, in accordance with the power vested in me as Gov- 
ernor by the Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, do hereby 
veto Senate Bill No. 280, “ AN ACT TO CLARIFY AND REVISE HOLI- 
DAY AND LEAVE TIME FOR STATE EMPLOYEES OF PUBLIC 
HOSPITAL DISTRICTS.” 


Under existing law, employees of the public hospital districts, like all 
other public employees of the state or its political subdivisions, enjoy ten 
holidays each year, eleven when there is a general election. Senate Bill 
No. 280 would reduce the number of holidays for employees of public 
hospital districts to six with additional holidays subject to negotiation. 
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The hospitals who would be affected by this bill are primarily small, 
rural hospitals who are struggling to survive. Since they are a vital part of 
many Montana communities, it is imperative that they do. 


However, I cannot agree with legislation which would place the burden 
of insuring the future financial stability of public hospital districts on their 
employees. Inflation, increased operational costs, and federal regulations 
all conspire to raise hospital costs. The employee alone should not be 
singled out simply because he or she is the most accessible. 


Recruitment and retention of personnel has been a problem for some 
small hospitals in the past. Certainly reduction of fringe benefits below 
that of all public employees of the state for a job which is one of the most 
demanding in public service would only exacerbate that problem. 


Senate Bill No. 280 is both unfair and discriminatory. For these reasons 
I hereby veto Senate Bill No. 280.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of Montana, I hereby veto Senate Bill No. 500, “AN ACT 
TO AUTHORIZE THE CREATION OF HEALTH CARE FACILITIES 
LIABILITY PROTECTION TRUSTS.” 


As introduced, Senate Bill No. 500 authorized the formation of trusts by 
health care providers for the purpose of performing “all acts necessary or 
desirable for the conduct of the business of a public liability insurer’, but 
exempting them from any of the provisions of the Montana Insurance 
Code or any restrictions imposed on investments to be made by the trustee 
under any Montana statute. 


Certain amendments were made in the legislative process, mainly by 
placing the trusts under the provisions of Title 33. However, Title 33 is 
extremely broad in scope and since the amendments do not identify the 
specific code provisions to be applied, it is not clear how the trusts are to 
be regulated or taxed. 


The Commissioner of Insurance, E. V. “Sonny” Omholt, has said that 
the bill would be extremely difficult, if not impossible, to administer. In 
a letter to me dated March 29, 1979, Commissioner Omholt stated: “The 
flagrant disregard for the insurance laws of the State of Montana, enacted 
for the sole purpose of protecting the general public from inadequately 
funded and improperly managed insurers, ...make it imperative that I 
again express my objections to this legislation and strongly recommend a 
veto.” 
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Under existing Montana law, enacted for the benefit of health care’ 


providers in 1977, such providers may organize themselves as a domestic 
insurance company for the purpose of transacting insurance. In this way 
the providers could gain the benefit of premium rates based on Montana’s 
experience, without sacrificing the capital, reserve, and other regulatory 
requirements that the public interest requires. 


While I am sympathetic to the financial plight and high insurance pre- 
miums many health care providers face, I do not feel that a poorly con- 
ceived trust arrangement without assurances of protection for the public is 
an acceptable solution to the problem. 


For these reasons, I hereby veto Senate Bill No. 500.

(4) The taxable value for all property in class one, and classes 
seven through eighteen, class twenty, and class twenty-one is the 
percentage of market value established for each class of property

(5) The assessed value of properties in 15-6-103 through 15-6-107 
and 15-6-120 is as follows: 


(a) Property in 15-6-106, under class five, is assessed at 100% of 
book value by the method established in 15-6-106 and the sections 
cited therein.

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(b) Properties in 15-6-103, under class two, are assessed at 100% 
of the annual net proceeds after deducting the expenses specified 
and allowed by 15-23-503.

proceeds.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor according to the 
laws and the Constitution of the State of Montana, I hereby return House 


Bill No. 12, “AN ACT TO INSURE APPROPRIATE, ECONOMICAL, 
AND EFFICIENT USE OF ATTORNEYS BY THE EXECUTIVE 
_ BRANCH; TO PROVIDE A LEGAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM IN THE 
| OFFICE OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL; AND TO CREATE A 
/ LEGAL SERVICES REVIEW BOARD.”, without my signature and 
_ recommend the enclosed amendment. 
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According to its preamble, House Bill No. 12 would limit the use of 
retained counsel by state government agencies and instead encourage agen- 
cies to develop their own staff counsel and use a special pool of attorneys 
in the Attorney General’s office. 


The first paragraph of the preamble recites that “the employment of 
experienced, full-time staff attorneys by the executive branch is an eco- 
nomical, efficient, and effective means of meeting the state’s legal services 
needs’. I agree with this statement and would observe that during my 
experience in state government there has been a substantial trend away 
from retained, private counsel by state agencies to employment by agencies 
of their own staff counsel. This trend has been both cost-efficient and 
necessary. 


Section 3 of House Bill No. 12, however, is in conflict with the stated 
intention of the bill. It provides, in pertinent part, that a state executive 
agency may not “hire full-time staff attorneys in excess of the number 
employed on August 4, 1978, without the express consent of the legis- 
lature.”” Consequently, a state agency which has an increased legal service 
workload will not be able to meet it by hiring a staff attorney even if it 
has the spending authority to do so. Those agencies who happen to have 
had a vacancy in a legal position on August 4, 1978, would now lose that 
position. 


The harmful effect of this provision may best be illustrated by consider- 
ing one state agency, the Department of Natural Resources. Under legis- 
lation which is very likely to be enacted by this legislature, the department 
will have a substantially increased workload under the Montana Water Use 
Act. Since the speeded up adjudication process involving all water basins 
in the state will occur in district courts, the department will certainly need 
more attorneys to meet its increased responsibilities. Under House Bill 
No. 12 as presently written, the department could not hire such staff 
attorneys. 


A further problem with the language I have referred to concerns the 
provision that the number of staff attorneys may not exceed those 
employed on August 4, 1978, “without the express consent of the legis- 
lature”. It is nowhere stated how the legislature is to give its consent. Is 
approval of an agency budget sufficient consent? Or is it necessary for an 
agency to submit legislations in order to secure consent from the legis- 
lature? The bill is not clear at all in this respect. 


My proposed amendment would delete the language which restricts the 
ability of state agencies to meet their legal needs by having staff counsel. 
I urge your concurrence in the amendment.

The stated purpose of House Bill No. 436 is the control of the cost of 
publication of state agencies. This is a laudable goal, and one with which 
all branches of government should be concerned. House Bill No. 436, how- 
ever, while requiring additional red tape of state agencies, will not save one 
cent of state money. In fact, this legislation will only work to increase the 
very costs it purports to reduce. 


House Bill No. 436 would require that each publication of a state 
agency include the cost of publication and circulation on the cover. It 
includes nothing which would prevent publication in the first place or, at 
least, insure that the publication was done in the most economical or effi- 
cient manner possible. The end result of House Bill No. 486 in its present 
form would be to increase the cost of publication by requiring elaborate 
cost accounting systems to account for the costs of each publication, espe- 
cially for the units of the University System. 


Because I am as concerned about the cost of publications by state agen- 
cies as is the Legislature, I am proposing amendments which, if adopted, 
will create a Publishing Policy Committee which would be charged with 
adopting standards for the economical printing of state publications and 
reviewing and approving proposals for publications prior to their actually 
being printed. These proposed amendments, will insure that House Bill 
No. 436 will indeed help control the production of printed matter by state 
government. 


I urge your concurrence in this amendment.

House Bill No. 452 is special legislation. I have not, and will not, lend 
the authority of this office to extend special privilege to the Montana 
Power Company or to anyone else. True equality may be an impossibility, 
but legislated inequality is intolerable. 


This bill seeks to circumvent the duly established processes of law and 
it proposes to avoid pending judicial action. 


House Bill No. 452 is a hybrid piece of legislation intended to cure, vali- 
date and circumvent, but it may ultimately only guarantee a new round of 
litigation and consequent delay. 


Our energy needs in this state and this region are critical and I continue 
to support the construction of Colstrip 3 and 4. I appreciate, and I share, 
the justifiable frustration of members of this legislature, and the public we 
all represent, as they view the seemingly endless process for certification 
of Colstrip 3 and 4. That unwieldy and expensive process needs revision 
and I have proposed legislation that would streamline the major facility 
siting act. 


Six years is too long, but House Bill No. 452 is not the answer. It 
subverts the process, interferes with judicial decision making, adds new 
confusion, and virtually guarantees new litigation. House Bill No. 452, if 
passed will be counter productive. This legislation raises the most complex 
legal issues in an attempt to cure past procedural errors. It raises issues 
of definition over which lawyers will argue and the courts will mull for 
years to come. It raises the spectre of unknown constitutional questions. 
It is legislation special in nature, curative in design, confusing in legal con- 
templation and sure to generate delay. 


Signing House Bill No. 452 would be a disservice to the people of Mon- 
tana and to the accepted processes of state government, and to the energy 
needs of this state ... any one of those reasons require rejection of this bill; 
taken together they are a command to veto.

Dear President Mathers and Speaker Gerke: 


Pursuant to the authority vested in me as Governor according to the 
laws and Constitution of Montana, I hereby veto House Bill 555, “AN 
ACT TO PROHIBIT THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES AND CONSERVATION FROM CONSTRUCTING, 
OPERATING, AND TO PROVIDE FOR POWER GENERATION AT 
TOSTON DAM: AMENDING SECTION 85-1-102, MCA; PROVIDING 
AN EFFECTIVE DATE.” 


The bill, as amended by the Legislature, contains two features to which 
I strongly object. The first is the removal of the existing authority of the 
Department of Natural Resources and Conservation to construct, operate, 
and maintain water projects for hydroelectric generation; the second is the 
requirement that 50% of all revenues received by the Department from 
the lease of the state-owned Toston Dam to a private utility company or 
rural electric cooperative for power generation purposes be reserved solely 
for the maintenance and repair of the Toston Dam and its associated irri- 
gation facilities. 


As to the first feature to which I object, the state government has had 
the authority to install hydroelectric generation facilities on its water 
projects since 1935, although it has never been exercised. However, with 
the development of improved technology for the generation of power from 
low-head water projects, and the increasing costs of producing electrical 
power by other methods, it now appears feasible to generate power from 
several of the state’s existing water projects. The Department is currently 
studying in more detail this possibility on the Toston Dam under a grant 
from the U.S. Department of Energy. 


Since it now appears feasible to install hydroelectric generation facilities 
on several state-owned water projects, it is essential that the state retain 
the legal authority to construct, operate, and maintain such facilities itself, 
for the following reasons: 


(1) The state will be in a much more favorable bargaining position to 
maximize the revenue it could obtain from leasing a water project to an 
electric utility or cooperative. There is a high potential that the state may 
receive substantial revenues from the lease of its water projects for hydro- 
electric generation purposes, which could be earmarked for the repair and 
maintenance of many of those projects which are seriously deteriorated or 
unsafe. Without having the authority to install hydroelectric generation 
facilities itself, the state’s bargaining position is considerably weakened; 
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(2) Because of the state’s ability to sell revenue bonds to finance the 
construction of hydroelectric generation facilities, it may be cheaper for 
the state to construct such facilities than it would for an electric utility or 
cooperative, thereby reducing electrical rates to the consumers of electric- 
ity; 

(3) There may be instances on projects other than the Toston Dam 
where an electric utility or cooperative will be unable or unwilling to con- 
struct the generation facilities. 


Finally, as to the second objectionable feature of this legislation, I 
believe it would be a serious mistake to earmark a specific percentage of 
the lease revenues from any project for repair and maintenance of that 
project. A fixed percentage earmarks an arbitrary amount of revenue to 
that project when there is no way of knowing how much total revenue will 
be taken in from the lease of the project; the amount earmarked may bear 
no relationship to the actual amount needed. , 


In summary, House Bill 555 is ill-conceived legislation. It attempts to 
address a special situation on the Toston Dam with legislation that will 
apply statewide. But most importantly, it severely restricts the state’s abil- 
ity to exercise needed options to address our energy supply situation while 
at the same time implementing a promising plan to repair state-owned 
water projects.

conditions agreed upon. 


(3) (a) In administering proceeds derived from the liquor license 
tax or the beer license tax, the department shall distribute those 
funds appropriated by the legislature. Money that is appropriated 
for distribution to approved programs on a discretionary basis shall 


be distributed to those programs that can demonstrate that: 


(i) the program is achieving the goals and objectives mutually 
agreed upon by the program and the department; and 














(b) The remainder of the proceeds shall be distributed to the 


counties for use by approved programs in the following manner: 
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(i) Eighty-five percent shall be allocated according to the propor- 


tion of each county’s population to the state’s population according 
to the most recent United States census. 


(ii) Fifteen percent shall be allocated according to the proportion 
of the county’s land area to the state’s land area.

STATEMENT OF INTENT: House Bill No. 883 


A Statement of Intent on House Bill No. 883 is necessary because the 
Board of Health and Environmental Sciences has been granted rulemaking 
authority in Section 75-20-216 to adopt public participation rules provid- 
ing the public an opportunity to review and comment on the preliminary 
decision of the Department of Health on air and water quality. 1. This 
rulemaking requirement will assure the public an opportunity to review 
the preliminary air and water quality decision of the Department of 
Health without having to appeal the Department’s decision to the Board 
of Health and participate in a contested case hearing. This provision is 
consistent with the public participation provisions of the Montana Consti- 
tution and state law. This requirement is being substituted for the require- 
ments under MEPA in order to avoid requiring both the Departments of 
Health and Natural Resources to prepare an environmental impact state- 
ment under MEPA. It is intended that the public participation rule 
adopted under Section 75-20-216 will parallel the review and comment 
procedures used by the Department of Health to implement the MPDES 
requirements of the Montana Water Pollution Control Act.

chapter 2. In such case, the suspension is maintained only if the 

. action is dismissed or if the parties to the action stipulate to the 
suspension during compact negotiations of all further proceedings in 
the action except the determination of jurisdictional issues and an 
order is so issued. 
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(3) The compact commission may negotiate with the Indian tribes 
or their authorized representatives jointly or severally to conclude 
compacts authorized under subsection (1). Compact proceedings 
shall be commenced by the commission. The commission shall serve 
by certified mail directed to the governing body of each tribe a writ- 
ten request for the initiation of negotiations under [this act] and a 
request for the designation of an authorized representative of the 
tribe to conduct compact negotiations. Upon receipt of such written 
designation from the governing body of a tribe, compact negotia- 
tions shall be considered to have commenced. When the compact 
commission and the Indian tribes or their authorized representatives 
have agreed to a compact, they shall sign a copy and file an original 
copy with the department of state of the United States of America 
and copies with the secretary of state of Montana and with the gov- 
erning body for the tribe involved. The compact is effective and 
binding upon all parties upon ratification by the legislature of Mon- 
tana, any affected tribal governing body, and the Congress of the 
United States. The water judge shall include in the preliminary 
decree the contents of a compact that has been agreed upon by the 
parties to the compact whether or not it has been ratified by Con- 
gress. 


(4)(a) There is created a reserved water rights compact commis- 
sion. Commissioners are appointed within 30 days of [the effective 
date of this act] as follows: 


(i) two members of the House of Representatives appointed by the 
speaker, each from a different political party; 


(ii) two members of the Senate appointed by the president, each 
from a different political party; 


(iii) four members designated by the Governor; and 
(iv) one member designated by the attorney general. 


(b) Legislative members of the commission are entitled to receive 
compensation and expenses as provided in 5-2-301 for each day 
actually spent on commission business. Other members are entitled 
to salary and expenses as state employees. 


(c) The commission is attached to the governor’s office for admin- 
istrative purposes only. The costs of the commission shall be paid 
from funds appropriated for that purpose from the water right adju- 
dication account established in [section 19]. 


(d) Members appointed to the commission shall serve until the 
work of the commission is completed or until they resign or are 
otherwise unable to serve. A vacancy must be filled in the manner 
of the original appointment. 


(5) The commission or any other party to the negotiations may 
terminate negotiations by providing notice to all parties 30 days in 
advance of the termination date. On the termination date, the sus- 
pension of the application of [this act] provided for in subsection (2) 
shall also terminate.

Dear President Mathers and Speaker Gerke: 


Pursuant to authority granted the Governor under Article VI, Section 10 
of the Montana Constitution, I am hereby returning to you with suggested 
amendments, House Bill No. 842, “AN ACT TO PERMIT THE 
REALLOCATION AND APPROPRIATION OF WATER RESERVED 


NINETIETH LEGISLATIVE DAY 1517 


FOR PURPOSES OF MAINTAINING IN-STREAM FLOW, LEVEL, OR 
QUALITY OF WATER; LIMITING MINIMUM FLOW RESERVA- 
TIONS; CLARIFYING THE METHOD OF APPROPRIATION OF CER- 
TAIN RESERVED WATER; AMENDING SECTION 85-2-316, MCA; 
PROVIDING AN EFFECTIVE DATE.” 


The original purpose of House Bill No. 842 as introduced in the House 
and as expressed in the title, was to clarify the authority of the Board of 
Natural Resources and Conservation to reallocate water reserved by the 
Board to maintain an instream flow. This is a laudable purpose, and one 
which I fully support. Such authority will allow the Board to make adjust- 
ments in the instream flows recently reserved by the Board in the 
Yellowstone Basin. As finally adopted, however, several amendments were 
made to the bill which, in my opinion, will considerably confuse the 
administration of water reservations and other water rights, cause uncer- 
tainty for water reservants, and lead to costly litigation. 


Specifically, I object to the following provisions of House Bill No. 842: 


(1) Subsection (10) of 85-2-316 implements the original purpose of the 
bill. However, as finally adopted, this provision is too open ended. The 
Board could reallocate all water reserved for instream purposes to permit- 
tees for other purposes. Certainly this is not intended by the Legislature. 
Furthermore, in my view, allowing the Board to reallocate water to future 
permittees is extremely unwise. This aspect of the bill will create an 
administrative nightmare, involve the Board in permit decisions which are 
properly the role of the Department, and potentially result in a complete 
degradation of an instream flow after it is reserved. This subsection also 
provides that the priority date changes when water is reallocated to 
another use. The priority date should remain the same, as specified in the 
bill when it was amended by the Senate. To provide for a loss of a 
reservation’s original priority date upon reallocation would mean loss of a 
principal purpose of water reservations, that being Montana’s ability to lay 
legal claim to water needed for Montana’s future use. Under the bill as 
finally adopted, a use in a downstream state junior to the original reserva- 
tion priority date, but senior to the reallocation date would be made senior 
to the reallocated reservation, and jeopardize Montana’s legal position in 
laying claim to Montana’s water for Montana’s use; 


(2) Subsection (11) establishes a priority system for reallocated reserva- 
tions. How this priority system will work is unclear. Apparently, reallo- 
cated reservations will take on a new priority date in accordance with the 
priority established. Again, as stated above, I believe it is unwise, and 
probably unconstitutional, to fix new priority dates on reallocated waters. 
Furthermore, this priority system conflicts with the priority system now 
established in the Water Use Act for permit applications, creating further 
confusion; 


(3) New subsection (7) of 85-2-316, MCA, is unwieldly and imposes 
additional duties on the Department of Natural Resources and Conserva- 
tion for which it has no funds or staff. It requires that persons desiring 
to use water reserved to a conservation district must inform the Depart- 
ment of such uses. The conservation district itself should so inform the 
Department, as it is already required to do by the Board’s order reserving 
water in the Yellowstone Basin. Furthermore, the requirement that the 
Department be responsible for rendering all technical and administrative 
assistance in the processing of applications for the conservation districts 
will impose a burden on the Department for which it is ill-equipped to 
handle with current staff and funding. The districts themselves, with 
limited assistance from the Department, should carry out this function 
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since they are the entities that applied for and received reservations of 
water. 


In summary, House Bill No. 842 contains several provisions which con- 
siderably confuse the administration of water reservations. Accordingly, I 
have attached hereto proposed amendments which will delete or amend 
these provisions, and make the bill considerably more workable.

In accordance with the power vested in me as Governor under the laws 
and the Constitution of the State of Montana, I hereby return House Bill 
No. 868, “AN ACT TO PROVIDE A BATTERED SPOUSES AND 
DOMESTIC VIOLENCE GRANT PROGRAM ADMINISTERED BY 
THE DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL AND REHABILITATION SER- 
VICES; PROVIDING A SOURCE OF FUNDING; PROVIDING AN 
APPROPRIATION; AND AMENDING SECTION 40-1-202, MCA,” with- 
out my signature and recommend the enclosed amendment.

To the Members of the Montana Forty-sixth Legislature 
OUR COAL TAX LAW 


My Colleagues: 


It is well known that since the enactment of Montana’s Coal mining law 
less than four years ago, other states have been constantly reminded that 
we have the highest coal tax in the nation. This, with little mention of our 
costs in the negative impacts of the coal’s taking; of our dedication toward 
a future beyond the dead end road we are traveling on the ash of finite 
fuel; of our commitment to find a way of using recurring resource in place 
of the expendable we see diminishing here in our time on the rim of the 


pit. 


In looking back on the coal tax publicity created in this session of the 
legislature now to be adjourning in 48 hours, an outsider could well ask, 
what about Montana and its coal tax? Is there a developing plan? He has 
heard much in the last 90 days of the requests for its funds. 


Speaking only for myself, as a legislator and the prejudice I carry in my 
life’s work as a reclamation contractor, I offer a plan. 


I recommend that we hold fast, as we have in this session, to the original 
purpose of our coal tax act; but narrow the use of its limited funds for 
optimum results where, with plan and demonstration we can pioneer in 
bringing our state’s allotted part of the enormous energy resource of water 
into focus for the most realistic use of nature’s great sustained hydrological 
cycle. 


God’s great phenomena of sun, evaporation and gravity create an eternal 
water flow on our planet. The energy potential of this enormous, non- 
polluting, continually renewable resource gift is far from harnessed by 
man. The song of a slave in his simple analysis paid homage to its muscle 
with the words: Old Man River, he must know sumpin’; He don’t say 
nothin’; He don’t plant taters; He don’t plant cotton; He just keeps rollin’ 
along. 


We have made progress in capturing a small portion of the energy in our 
great rolling water resource but have not demonstrated, so far, an objective 
approach toward mastering its real potential. With the finiteness of fossil 
fuel, the dependence upon foreign sources of oil, the world’s unrest, the 
atomic set back, “‘we have a new ball game’. The time has arrived when 
we dare not judge our future energy capabilities by standards we have 
built to in the past. 


Our enormous untapped hydro possibilities in Montana and high alti- 
tude states of the nation cannot be measured by inventories of what we 
may, at this time, consider to be our remaining natural river dam sites. 
Within the boundaries of our state alone there is some 1500 miles of great 
year ‘round flowing water in the four mainstems of our river drainages fall- 
ing an average of six feet to the mile. 


With our proven state-of-the-art technology in hydraulic engineering and 
construction there is much we can do and undo to create a great net in 
non-polluting energy. 
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We need not place dams across live river channels for impounding flood 
water that to any degree at all inundated fertile soils. We can design, 
within our broad expanse of selection, stations at which we cut into our 
river banks; draw off excessive flood water; confine it in buried conduit; 
deliver it by gravity with a portion of the ample slope in our terrain and 
fountain it with the silt it carries into man made storage on our poorest 
ground; release it from there in controlled year around channeling through 
turbines back to the streams. 


This special use of our inherited hydraulic gradient lies well within our 
reach when combined with the given material and knowledge we have at 
hand. The capture of wasted flood water can well integrate energy supply 
with existing use, prevent flooding and stabilize stream flow. 


Not this use of our falling water alone. We have the capability to build 
and place the plumbing facilities to substitute for our enormous energy 
wasteful practice of allowing water to flow to our feet, only to pump it up 
to higher elevations to satisfy the great multitude of service demands for 
water under pressure we have grown to depend upon. 


The major economic deterrents to development of hydro power in the 
past have been fast disappearing this last decade, if not already gone, 
when currently compared with the lesser capital costs of thermal develop- 
ment with much higher energy escalating operating cost in use of finite 
fuel. 


The course of our nation’s critical energy development plan, of necessity 
weighted heavily toward coal, cannot be transformed rapidly, but Montana 
can well be a state to show the way in use of wasted hydro energy poten- 
tial that would warrant policy support and funding. 


I suggest before the books are closed on this session there could be no 
better move than devoting Resource Indemnity Trust Funds toward this 
end.
